
Journey to Japan 

RAMBLINGS IN JAPAN

In Japan, so far, we have never 
been far away from hills and moun¬ 
tains, water, either stream, lake or 
Ocean, and people, 88,000,000 of them 
crowded Into modernized cities, fish¬ 
ers, farm workers or mountain dwel¬ 
lers. 

They wrest their living from the 
soil, seas and hillsides. With all their 
struggles for subsistence, they man¬ 
age to achieve a culture of personal 
cleanliness, worship, and art, that Is 
enviable from the standpoint of the 
West. They, with all their disregard 
for our standards, have set their own, 
copying our progress, but fitting It 
Into their own lives. 

We have recently enjoyed a week 
end visit, centering on the little town 
of Qohla. 

This place of beauty is set on the 
hlllslopes of a valley that forms one 
of the lower reaches of the Mt. Fuji 
area. 

We travelled about 3H hours by 
car, from our Tokyo home, mostly 
on paved roads, and amid the bewild¬ 
ering. constant stream of left-sided 
traffic, which we have described. 

The route lies southward, through 
Tokyo, to Yokohama, about 25 miles 
away, then follows the shoreline of 
the Ocean, past Oiso and Odewara, 
turning into the mountains toward 
Myanoshlta. 

We stayed at Gohra Hotel. This Is 
one of a series of Special Service 
Hotels, maintained by the U.S. for 
their Army forces in the Far East. 
There is a set of such hotels for Of¬ 
ficers and another for enlisted men 
throughout Japan. 

Apparently they are leased from 
Japanese, and while each one has an 
Army man in charge, and supervis¬ 
ing activity, from there down the ho¬ 
tel is run by native people, up to 
Army Standards with rooms and 
meals, at Army rates. Reservations 
are required, but the rates are reas¬ 
onable for the accomodatiofts they 
offer. 

This program has developed from 
the need for Rest and Recreation, es¬ 
pecially for the troops serving in 
Korea or the other, rougher spots of 
the Orient. 

At Gohra Hotel our stay was all 
too short. In the evening after arri¬ 
val, Norma and 1 walked up the vil¬ 
lage streets, mostly all steep angles 
up the mountain side. We took de¬ 
light in a Japanese Hotel garden, 


lighted witji green fluorescent lights 
shining on a little pool, fed by a 
brawling brook and surrounded by 
trees and flowering shrubs. Nearby 
was a dimly lighted large room which 
we found was filled with a slumber 
party of men, all sleeping on floor 
futons. We hastily retreated to our 
own good beds. 

The next morning, awakened by 
the calling of the mountain birds, 
we looked out over the translucent 
green light as it filtered through the 
tops of the bamboo trees and down to 
the fish pond below. 

Across the valley, mists were ris¬ 
ing in the sunlight, and the varied 
shades of green were out of the world 
we know, vibrant with mysterious 
Oriental colors. 

So started our Sunday, one of the 
nicest ever known. 

After a good breakfast, we strolled 
up the hill to a ceramics shop. Here 
we, with the children, bought plates. 
At the studio table, along with men 
and women, they decorated them with 
the pottery colors applied by brushes. 
Robbie did a house in black, greens 
and orange, Cindy Jo, our 2-year-old, 
a futuristic set of scrawls in various 
colors. These were covered by glaze 
and fired in an electric furnace. We 
got the finished product in about two 
hours. They looked good to us. 

Next was trout fishing for our sup¬ 
per in the hotel pool. Water was 
clear as crystal — with a school of 
the big carp in colors of gold, cream 
black, say about two feet long on the 
average. Then there were trout, 
planted, about ten inches long. 

A Japanese girl baited your hook 
with a bread mixture and the small 
boys enjoyed the fishing. The rule 
was that you paid 100 Yen (about 30 
cents) for each poor fish caught. 

Then the hotel served them as the 
basis of your fish dinner with all the 
trimmings, for 50 cents. Robbie and 
1 had four for our supper, but one 
small boy caught 12 for his family. 
Not an exciting sport, but hard on 
the fish. The azaleas were in full 
flower and the pond was a true 
beauty spot. 

Next we climbed the mountain side 
to visit Hakone Museum. This is a 
fairly modern gallery promoted by 
one Mochichi Okuda. The exhibits 
were mainly scrolls and paintings by 
an artist of the 1600’s, Iwasa Matabei. 

Scrolls are 30 to 50 feet long and 
shown in cases about two feet wide. 
They depict, in scenes that move 
from left to right, the life of that 
period, in subdued colors. Then there

- N«w Hops For Arthritic Patlonts C 1 

p r Rheumatoid or arthritic disease has plagued man since pre-historic 
time*. Evidence of arthritic damage to bones and joints has been found 
in ancient Egyptian mummies and even in the skeletons of giant 
mammals that roamed the earth before the advent of man. 

!► Today these diseases are the prime source of chronic illness and a 
leading cause of physical disabili¬ 
ty. In the United States alone they 
victimise more than ten million 
people each year. According to re¬ 
cent eeti m a t es, their annual toll 
amounts te 154 million working 
days lest, with a resulting loss in 
income exceeding one billion dol- 
, lam annually. ^ 

f The' meat commonly known 
forme of rheumatoid diseases are 
arthritis, rheumatism, gout and 
bursitis. Characteristic symptoms 
are stiffness and pain of joints 
and muscles. In severe cases the 
joints appear swollen and inflamed 
and the patient may be unable to 
leave his bed. 

i Because the causes for most of 
these conditions are still unknown 
a wide variety of treatments have 
been tried. Dramatic results have 
been obtained in the treatment of 
severe cases with hormone drugs. 

But possible undesirable side 
effects and other considerations 
have been found to limit the value 
of hormones for long-term treat¬ 
ment of arthritis. , . 

► The classical treatment for ar¬ 
thritic diseases, the salicylates 
I (aspirin), in combination with vi¬ 
tamins are proving helpful. Phy¬ 
sicians have reported that aspirin 
In combination with vitamin C 
given to rheumatism patients re¬ 
lieves pain, increases the feeling 
of well being and affords greater 
use of the affected joints. 

| One drug manufacturer is now 
producing a tablet called Acetycol 
which contains the classical ingre¬ 
dients of aspirin and vitamins 
from the B complex group and vi- 
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tamin C. A drug called colchicine, 
a specific for gout has been added. 
The vitamins are of therapeutic 
value because nutritional deficien¬ 
cies are commonly found in arthrit¬ 
ic diseases, especially in elderly 
patients, and colchicine because 
gout, not a rich man’s disease as 
once thought, is more frequently 
present than had been suspected. 

This combination of agents re¬ 
lieves pain in a high proportion of 
patients and permits a more nor¬ 
mal and active life. Furthermore, 
the inclusion of still another com- 
pouad, para-aminobensoic acid or 
PABA, makes it possible to 
achieve effective relief with lower 
dosages of aspirin. ( 

Until the causes and mechan¬ 
isms of the rheumatoid diseases 
are fully understood, and drugs 
found which can effect cures, the 
medical profession continues to 
depend largely on this classical 
form of treatment to provide for 
the patient relief from his crip¬ 
pling pain. — *“ *
